Kissinger Plans 
Open Warfare 
With Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary o f 
State Henry A. Kissing er will meet 
Co ng ress head-o n o v er issues instead 
o f emphasizing co nciliatio n, acco rding 
to a po licy decisio n he has made. 


At the same time, Kissing er has 
decided to Keep up his g rass-ro o ts 
speaking campaig n, which this week 
to o k him to Io s Ang eles, San Fran­ 
cisco and I^aramie, Wy o . That means 
chancing charg es o f partisanship as 
the electio ns draw near. 


Meanwhile, friends o f Kissing er are 
say ing that he has g iv en up any 
tho ug hts o f quitting befo re the 
No v ember electio ns and that he plans 
to stay o n, pro v ided Fo rd wants him in 
the jo b. 
One o f the principal reaso ns fo r this 
attitude is said to be Kissing er’s 
reluctance to leav e his successo r with 
the co mplicated and delicate jo b o f 
co mpleting terms fo r a new 10-y ear 
treaty with the So v iet Unio n to limit 
o ffensiv e nuclear weapo ns. 
His new g lo v es-o ff stance to ward 
Co ng ress drew an attack Thursday 
fro m Sen. Mike Mansfield, the usually 
placid Demo cratic leader, who said 
Kissing er o ug ht to a ccept that 
Co ng ress will speak its mind o n fo reig n 
po licy instead o f “ po inting the fing er” 
at Capito l Hill. 
Kissing er and his aides insist that his 


v isits to the heartland do no t represent 
po litical 
campaig ning at 
all. 
His 
spo kesman, Ro bert L. Funseth, said 
Thursday that Kissing er is simply 
“ ex plaining U.S. fo reig n po licy as the 
secretary o f state.” 
Still, there is a definite chang e in 
strateg y . Last No v ember, Kissing er 
to ld repo rters in Pittsburg h that he 
wo uld “ cut do wn” his speeches as so o n 
as the po litical pro cess became mo re 
activ e. He said he wanted to be careful 
no t to entang le fo reig n po licy in the 
presidential race. 
In San Francisco , Kissing er blamed 
Co ng ress fo r helping set an “ o mino us 
precedent” by halting suppo rt fo r pro - 
Western factio ns in Ang o la. Then in 
Iaramie he said “ sensatio nal in­ 
v estig atio ns” were depriv ing the U.S. 
o f the ability to respo nd to So v iet 
challeng es. 
Respo nding , Mansfield said “ any 
administratio n that ex pects this 
Co ng ress to lie do wn and play dead has 
ano ther think co ming . This Co ng ress 
has a respo nsibility to be heard and 
will be heard.” 
Priv ately , Kissing er is nettled to the 
po int o f being o v erwro ug ht by the 
cuto ff o f co v ert aid to the anti-So v iet 
fo rces in Ang o la. 
Inquiries and resulting leaks abo ut 
intellig ence o peratio ns abro ad hav e 
no t sweetened his dispo sitio n.

o f all the candidates.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The natio n’s 
unemplo y ment rate dro pped fro m 8.3 
per cent to 7 .8 per cent in J anuary , the 
larg est mo nthly decline in the jo bless 
rate in mo re than 26 y ears, the 
g o v ernment said to day . 
The l^ibo r Department said to tal 
emplo y ment in J anuary increased by 
800,000, the larg est mo nthly jo b in­ 
crease since early 196 0. To tal em­ 
plo y ment in the eco no my in J anuary 
was 86 .2 millio n, which was clo se to the 
prerecessio n peak emplo y ment in J uly 
o f 197 4 . 
The I^bo r Department fig ures are 
sure to win the Fo rd administratio n 
suppo rt fo r its eco no mic po licies in 
197 6 . 
The g ains in emplo y ment were 
widespread thro ug ho ut the eco no my , 
with o nly the teen-ag e jo bless rate 
failing to impro v e. 
Amo ng sig ns o f an impro v ing em­ 
plo y ment o utlo o k hav e been a big 
decline in new unemplo y ment in­ 
surance claims in J anuary , an in­ 
crease in the av erag e wo rk week to 
4 0.3 ho urs and an increase in wo rk

Any decline in unemplo y ment wo uld 
be eag erly welco med by the Fo rd 
administratio n, since its pro g ram fo r 
reducing unemplo y ment in 197 6 is 
being criticized as inadequate.

Quake Toll Mounts Above 2f500 


GUATEMALA CITY, Guatemala 
(AP) — The Natio nal Emerg ency 
Co mmittee to day estimated the to ll 
fro m Wednesday ’s earthquake at 2,500 
to 3,000 dead, 15,000 injured and 
200,000 ho meless as the United States 
launched a 17 -plane airlift o f aid to the 
dev astated co untry . 
So urces clo se to the co mmittee said 
the casualty estimates were co n­ 
serv ativ e. 
The co mmittee said it had 
in­ 
fo rmatio n fro m 80 per cent o f the area 
hit hardest by the quake, a reg io n 
which stretched acro ss 7 5 per cent o f 
the natio n o f 6 millio n peo ple. 
An American surv ey team fro m the 
Panama Canal Zo ne flew o v er the 
co untry in helico pters Thursday , 
lo cating the wo rst damag e in a reg io n 
no rth and no rthwest o f Guatemala 
City . 
The U.S. Embassy said the surv ey 
co nfirmed the to tal destructio n o f 


sev era l cities, including J o y abaj, 
po pulatio n 32,000; Tecpan, 24 ,000; and 
Patzicia, 11,000. The to wn o f Chi- 
maltenang o , 20,000 po pulatio n, was 98 
per cent lev eled 
The 
emerg ency 
co mmittee 
said 
o ther to wns lev eled by the quake were 
Co maiapa, 18,000; El Pro g reso , 12,000, 
and Zarag o sa, 8,000, and that many 
smaller to wns and v illag es suffered 
the same fate. 
“ Up to Wednesday , it did no t lo o k so 
bad because all we co uld see was 
Guatemala City . To day , it’s an en­ 
tirely different situatio n,” an embassy 
spo kesman said. 
No deaths o r injuries were repo rted 
amo ng the estimated 5,000 Americans 
liv ing in Guatemala o r v isiting there 
as to urists. But hundreds o f Gua­ 
temalans were believ ed dead here in 
the capital, where slum districts in the 
center o f the city were hit hardest. 
Ado be huts and sho ps were flattened.

Kissinger Plans 
Open Warfare 
With Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger will meet 
Congress head-on over issues instead 
of emphasizing conciliation, according 
to a policy decision he has made. 


At the sam e time, Kissinger has 
decided to keep up his grass-roots 
speaking campaign, which this week 
toe* him to Los Angeles, San Fran­ 
cisco and taram ie, Wyo. That means 
chancing charges of partisanship as 
the elections draw near 


Meanwhile, friends of Kissinger are 
saying that he has given up any 
thoughts of quitting before 
the 
November elections and that he plans 
to stay on, provided Ford wants him in 
the job. 
One of the principal reasons for this 
attitude is said to be Kissinger's 
reluctance to leave his successor with 
the complicated and delicate job of 
completing terms for a new 10-year 
treaty with the Soviet Union to limit 
offensive nuclear weapons. 
His new gloves-off stance toward 
Congress drew an attack Thursday 
from Sen. Mike Mansfield, the usually 
placid Democratic leader, who said 
K issinger ought to accept that 
Congress will speak its mind on foreign 
policy instead of “pointing the finger” 
at Capitol Hill. 
Kissinger and his aides insist that his 


visits to the heartland do not represent 
political 
campaigning at 
all. 
His 
spokesman, Robert L. Funseth, said 
Thursday that Kissinger is simply 
“explaining U.S. foreign policy as the 
secretary of state.” 
Still, there is a definite change in 
strategy. Last November, Kissinger 
told reporters in Pittsburgh that he * 
would “cut down" his speeches as soon 
as the political process became more 
active. He said he wanted to be careful 
not to entangle foreign policy in the 
presidential race. 
In San Francisco, Kissinger blamed 
Congress for helping set an “ominous 
precedent" by halting support for pro- 
Western factions in Angola. Then in

Responding. Mansfield said “any 
adm inistration that exp ects this 
Congress to lie down and play dead has 
another think craning.

Privately, Kissinger is nettled to the 
point of being overwrought by the 
cutoff of covert aid to the anti-Soviet 
forces in Angola.

Wanda Hamilton is the council's 
hom em aker and during the few 
months she has held the position she 
has visited and provided services to 
over 200 individuals. 


As the homemaker her duties are 
varied, but the main purpose of the 
service is to permit the elderly who are 
able to remain in their own homes. 


To achieve this goal, Mrs. Hamilton 
works with the doctors, attorneys, 
hospitals, churches and other county 
agencies to provide for the elderly the 
care they deserve. 
The service is for anyone, regardless 
of their financial status.

trips If the person is unable to make 
the trip, Mrs. Hamilton will do the 
necessary errands for them. 
She also does light housework and 
helps the individuals plan methods to 
make them more content and com­ 
fortable. She informs the individuals of 
the in-home services that are 
available. Mrs. Hamilton has been 
schooled in filling out Medicare forms 
and other applications that may help 
the elderly. 
She even, on occassion, visits the 
elderly in the hospital, ami will do 
errands for them if needed All of her 
services are free, but donations to the 
Pickaway County Senior ( enter would 
be appreciated 
For those persons who would be 
interested in making other people 
happy and more rontent, the council on 
aging is starting a volunteer group to 
visit the shut-ins of the county. A 
meeting has been scheduled 1:30 pm .

China Visit 
O n Feb. 21 


TOKYO (AP) — Former President 
Richard M. Nixon and his wife Pat 
have been invited to visit China 
beginning Feb. 21 and have accepted 
“with pleasure,” the official Hsinhua 
news agency said today. 
It said the visit will mark the fourth 
anniversary of the Nixons’ first visit to 
China. 
"The historic visit to China made by 
President Richard Nixon of the United 
States of America and Mrs. Nixon and 
the issuance of the joint communique 
by China and the United States in 1972 
have played a significant role in im­ 
proving Sino-U.S. relations,” Hsinhua 
said. 
“The Chinese 
side and former 
President Nixon both consider that a 
revisit to China by him will be ap­ 
propriate. The government of the 
People’s Republic of China has ex­ 
tended an invitation to him and Mrs. 
Nixon to revisit China on February 21, 
1976, the fourth anniversary of their 
first visit. They have accepted the 
invitation with pleasure.” 
Barbara Walters of NBC’s "Today” 
show quoted government sources in 
Washington as saying China plans to 
send a plane to pick up Nixon in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Nixon wasn't immediately available 
for comment 
NBC said an official of the Chinese 
mission to the United States visited the 
White House on Thursday to advise 
President Ford about the Nixon trip.

Adv a nce Mortga ge Corpora tion, the 
na tion’s second la rgest m ortga ge 
broker, reports a pa rtment mortga ge 
ra tes ha v e fa llen to the lowest figure in 
eight months a nd shopping center 
ra tes to the lowest in six months. 
In just one month, it sta tes, the ra te 
on ty pica l a pa rtment house mortga ges 
fell one-qua rter to one-ha lf a point, the 
steepest single-month decline in more 
tha n a y ea r. 
One month a go a n 
a pa rtm ent 
mortga ge cost 10 to 10.25 per cent. At 
the end of J a nua ry they a v era ged 
a round 9.75 per cent.

The rate of violent crime is low, and 
much credit for this Lh given to tough 
gun control laws that prohibit private 
citizens from owning handguns There 
also is a highly efficient police alarm 
box system in every neighborhood 
Nevertheless, organized crime has 
been long accepted as part of the 
system Because the activity does not 
generally involve street crimes of vio­ 
lence, there is little public outcry 
In some cases, a certain folk lore has 
grown around the "yakuza." or 
gangsters, of Japan 
‘Yes. we (to a lot of illegal things 
because we have to eat," said the gang 
leader, who agreed to talk with a 
reporter but declined to be identified 
“We can’t eat ll we stick to a 
philosophy which is two centuries old. 
The world is changing, and ours is no

The philosophy he referred to is 
called "ninkyCKto," which includes the

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by gang members and dealing only 
with people who seek what criminal 
organizations have to offer. 
But the changing tunes and in­ 
creased police crackdowns are 
reflected in more arrests in the 
shadowy world of the gangs Police 
said they arrested 53,277 gangsters in 
1974, an increase of 2.3 per cent from 
1973 Charges included 269 for robbery. 
348 for murder and BOO for rape Others 
ranged from assault to blackmail and 
illegal possession of dangerous weap­ 
ons and drugs 
The national police agency launches 
countrywide roundups of gangsters 
periodically, hauling in an average of 
about 1,000 each time 
Most are 
released in a short time "because their 
charges are minor," said Inspector 
Yoshio Nemoto, who is in charge of the 
agency's anticrune ring section. 
More than 90 per cent of our guys 
arrested usually come back in two or 
three days because the police cannot 
prove their charges," said the gang 
leader "That means they cannot be 
proven to have violated laws. The 
police and press always try to harass 
us."

Is it possible that the ear drum can 
be broken by a slap on the ear? 
Mrs. V. L.,Tenn. 
Dear Mrs. L: 
A deliberate or playful, but sharp, 
slap over the ear with an open palm 
can create a sudden pressure in the 
outer ear canal 
When the hand is withdrawn, a 
suction effect is produced. This causes 
a perforation, or tear, in the ear drum. 
The blow does not have to be severe to 
cause damage. 
Bleeding may or may not occur. 
Some degree of deafness almost in­ 
variably follows such an injury. 
The size of the tear determines, of 
course, how quickly the loss of hearing 
will return and how readily the ear 
drum can heal. 
Early treatment is essential. 
Antibiotics, given early, will prevent 
infections which might hamper 
nature's own healing mechanism. 
(Xoiogists tear specialists) have 
many ingenious methods to induce 
healing of the tom ear drum. A small 
piece of cigarette paper, or fine syn­ 
thetic rubber membrane, gently 
placed over the perforation, helps to 
bridge the opening and promote 
healing. 
These are removed after the ear 
drum heals Almost always, bearm* 


returns to normal. 
Incidentally, a great many people, 
adults, and children, have injured 
their ear canals and their ear drums 
by using rigid cotton tips applicators. 
Despite the fact that the ear canal is 
curved and thus acts as a protective 
device, these injuries occur far more 
frequently than they should. 


Even though my doctor and my 
dentist are friends and reliable I am 
still terrified when X-rays are taken 
each year.

Dear Miss I.: 
Many people like yourself have fear 
of X-rays. Uke many other fears, the 
unknown is terrifying. 
It is very often difficult to persuade 
people like yourself that radiation 
hazards are insignificant when X-rays 
of the chest or teeth are made in­ 
frequently. 
Modern techniques use minimal 
time exposure for these routine X- 
rays. Physicians who specialize in X- 
ray diagnosis employ all the protective 
devices to insure that overexposure 
never occurs. 
The use of the fluoroscope or X-ray 
for the study of the intestinal tract is a 
safe 
procedure.

NEW YORK (AP) - You can hardly 
have a sustained economic recovery in 
the United States if construction, 
especially housing construction, re­ 
mains weak. Few economists will 
disagree with that statement 
Well, construction is relatively 
weak. Industry has shown little en­ 
thusiasm 
for 
capital 
spending 
projects, and the housing industry, 
especially the multifamily component. 
is operating far below desirable levels 
Now the good news; Several coat 
factors are developing that can only 
mean good news for builders and, as a 
consequence, for the myriad other 
industries 
whose 
fortunes 
are 
dependent upon construction. 
Interest rates now are well below the 
extremely high levels that helped 
precipitate the construction nosedive 
Money is plentiful And, believe it or 
not, some materials prices are lower 
Advance Mortgage Corporation, the 
nation's second largest mortgage 
broker, reports apartment mortgage 
rates have fallen to the lowest figure in 
eight months and shopping center 
rates to the lowest in six months 
In just one month, it states, the rate 
on typical apartment house mortgages 
fell one-quarter to one-half a point, the 
steepest single-month decline in more 
than a year 
One month ago an apartment 
mortgage cost IO to 10.25 per cent At 
the end of January they averaged 
around 9.75 per cent. A month ago a 
shopping center mortgage cost 9.75 per 
cent. Now it coals nearer 9.5 per cent. 
This type of construction came 
almost to a halt because (rf money It 
became difficult to obtain, and when it 
was available, it came at rates that 
precluded a profit The bottom line, as 
they say, was red. 
Not all the money problems have 
been solved by any means, but with 
rates dropping builders reportedly are 
making plans again. The money is 
available; to some extent it is already 
a borrower’s market. 
In some areas, for example, lenders 
reportedly are willing to offer a 
premium rate to put their money to 
work sooner. Some lenders aren’t 
waiting for the borrower to call; in­ 
stead. they ’re knocking on the borrow­ 
er’s door, 
There is more good news too The big 
life insurance companies, who were 
reluctant to put money into mortgages 
when they could obtain higher rates in 
corporate bonds, are showing renewed 
interest in construction 
Savmgs and loan associations, which 
collectively make more home mort­ 
gage loans than any other group, are 
loaded with funds they must put to 
work A year and a half ago they had 


little money to lend at any price. 
During 1975 the SA Us Inuit up their 
lendable funds strongly, the result of a 
high consumer savings rate—at times 
more than IO per cent of aftertax in­ 
come- and a more competitive in­ 
terest rate situation. 
As a result, the associations became 
eager to lend. In fact, they loaned 
more than $50 billion last year, second 
highest in their history, but mainly on 
existing homes. There just weren’t 
enough new homes built.

graduated from East High School in 
1917, attended Ferris Institute, Big 
Rapids, Mich., for precollege work, 
graduated from Ohio State University 
in 1925 with a Bachelor of Arts Degree 
and graduated from lane Seminary at 
the University of Cincinnati where he 
received his Bachelor of Theology 
Degree. 
After a brief stay in India, he 
returned to the United States and 


received his Masters Degree in 1935. 
He also returned to Ohio State 
University where he was awarded a 
Doctor of Philosophy Degree in 1950.

Active in the church since childhood, 
Rev. Wardweii was ordained April 13, 
1930 by the Presbytery of Columbus in 
the Central College Church.

EDITOR’S NOTE - The food intake 
of colonial Americans was often as 
much as they could consume, when a 
variety of digestive ailments didn’t kill 
their appetites.

Some 200 years ago, a gentleman 
was known not only by the cut of his 
clothes but also by the size of his 
paunch. For a well developed pot belly 
was a sign of power and prestige 
among many of the richest colonials 


Thousands of early Americans lived 
almost entirely on what they could 
grow and hunt. But the wealthiest set 
their tables as if they were English no­ 
blemen. 


Their average daily meal would 
rival a modem Thanksgiving feast. 
The dinner menu might include 
mutton, pork, chicken, soup or stew, 
bread, vegetables, wine, ale and fruit. 


Meals prepared for holidays and 
special occasions, in colonial days, 
were examples of wretched excess. 
Judge Samuel Sewall, who kept a 
detailed diary of his life in Boston in 
the 1700s, reports the menu for otic 
such festive dinner: 
Boiled pork, boiled pigeons, boiled 
venison, roast beef, lamb, fowl,

salmon, oysters, fish and oil, cunners, 
leg of pork, bog’s creek and suet, 
minced pie, green peas, barley, com in 
milk, gingerbread, sugared almonds, 
honey, curds and cream, chocolate, 
orange 
shaddocks, 
gineas, 
strawberries, cherries and rasp­ 
berries. 
It is likely that the guests were 
served generous portions of wine and 
ale to wash down the whole affair for 
alcoholic beverages were common at 
all meals, even breakfast, for many 
early Americans. 
There were few colonials, of course, 
who could afford to eat and drink 
opulently. 
In 
addition, 
eating 
preferences varied widely in the 
colonies where communities of Ger­ 
mans, Dutch and other nationalities 
followed the traditions of their mother 
countries. 
A poor German family, for instance, 
might take their meals standing at a 
table board. It was usual for many 
poor families of all nationalities to eat 
from common bowls or to share 
trenchers — shallow dishes or plates 
fashioned from pieces of wood. 
In addition to the cost of growing, 
gathering and importing food and 
drink, the time needed to prepare it 
limited the diets of middle and lower 
classes. 
Servants and slaves of a wealthy 
family might have to begin the 
preparation of the major midafternoon 
meal well before breakfast was ser­ 
ved. 
A woman who ran a colonial home, 
spun, sewed, tended the kitchen 
garden and cared for eight or IO 
children couldn’t afford to spend hours 
cooking. 
Stews were particularly common 
fare. Their popularity was due in part 
to the fact they could be left to simmer 


unwatched over a fire and served with 
ease. 
Just how long they were left to 
simmer was illustrated by the 
popularity of the winter 
stew. 
Housewives or servants would begin 
this stew in early fall and daily add 
leftovers to the pot. Stew would be 
dipped out of the kettle daily and at 
meal's end the stock would be 
replenished with leftover meats and 
vegetables. 
Almost all foods were highly 
seasoned and overcooked by today's 
standards. A 1772 recipe entitled “To 
Ragout a Piece of Beef called Beef A- 
La-Mode," called for cooking a rolled 
up buttock of beef containing spices 
and green onions, then letting it stand 
over a fire for 12 hours before serving. 
One reason for Ute cooking habits 
was that meat was far tougher than 
today's fare. Because of the toughness 


of both wild and domestic meat, reci­ 
pes often required the cook to pound a 
cut of meat with an ax handle or other 
implement to soften its fibers. 
Benjamin Franklin once turned his 
attention to the problem. In a letter to 
two French scientists in 1773, he 
described a procedure for instantly 
producing tender meat by slaugh­ 
tering animals with a jolt of elec­ 
tricity. He admitted that the procedure 
needed further testing. 
The lack of knowledge about bac­ 
teria and failure to follow basic dietary 
rules resulted in many deaths and 
digestive problems. 
A Virginia physician who published 
a book in 1734 designed to help the 
lower 
classes 
cure 
their 
own 
sicknesses, lists some of the digestive 
ills apparently common at the time — 
white flux, griping of the belly, colick, 
the dry gripes, the yaws and gout.

homeowners credits on their tax bills 
for hikes that have been caused by in­ 
flationary increases in the value of 
their property. 
On Wednesday, senators will vote on 
a controversial bill that repeals an 
antiquated formula used to consider 
rate increases asked by Ohio’s public 
utilities. 
Both bills were carried over from 
last year’s session. 
The proposals are viewed as not a 
panacea to either problem, but 
generally represent the best efforts of 
Dem ocratic m ajority lawm akers 
beseiged 
with 
com plaints 
in 
a 
legislative election year. 
Some Republicans have joined, 
however, in support of the property tax 
proposal, saying they see it as an 
alternative to a shaky legal freeze 
GOP Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes had 
placed on property valuations late last 
month by the board of tax appeals 
The pending measure, by Rep. John 
E . Johnson, D-68 Orrville, would have 
approximately the same effect as the 
board’s freeze order, except that it 
would not protect business and in­ 
dustry’ from inflation in calculating 
their tangible personal property tax.

disallowed in court because the board 
lacks authority to impose a freeze. 
Majority Democrats voted the utility 
rate making measure out of the Ways 
and Means Committee Thursday along 
party lines, but only after replacing a 
member who resigned from the panel 
because he works part time for 
Columbus Gas of Ohio., Inc. 


W om a n Aw a rded 
'Smell M oney ' 


M IAM I (A P ) — A Hollywood, Fla., 
woman, who claims a careless surgeon 
robbed her of her sense of smell, has 
been awarded $100,000 in damages by a 
circuit court jury. 
Sally I/ewis told the jury that she 
went to Dr. Jam es G. Robertson in 
March 1973 to have work done on a 
bone that was blocking one of her nasal 
passages and making breathing dif­ 
ficult. 
She said she began losing her sense 
of smell and returned to Robertson in 
March 1974 for a second operation. He 
removed too much cartilage, leaving 
her with a perforated septum and still 
no sense of smell, she said. 
She said a second doctor told her she 
would never smell again. 
"If Dr. Robertson had told us that he 
made a mistake, we would have 
forgotten all about it — but he never 
did,” her husband, Steve, testified. 
The jury awarded Lewis $15,000 to 
help defray the cost of a third 
operation to transplant bone trom his 
wife’s hip to her nose.

INNSBRUCK (A P) — Sheila Young 
of Detroit won the Olympic women’s 
500-meter speed skating race today, 
giving the United States its first gold 
medal in the 12th Winter Games,

Young, who had captured the silver 
medal Thursday in the women s 1,500 
meters, won the 500 in an Olympic- 
record 42.76 She holds the 500 world 
record of 40.91 seconds, set a week ago 
in Davos, Switzerland. 
Miss Young, an athletic 25-year-old 
from Detroit, who said she “ wasn’t 
really expecting a medal," struck a 
surprising silver in the 1,500-meter 
speedskating event Thursday. Koch, of 
Guilford Vt., whose goal was finishing 
in the top 10, wound up No. 2 to win the 
silver medal in the 30-kilometer (18,6- 
mile) cross-country ski event.

LONDON (A P ) — Secret reports to 
members of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization

an 
international 
terrorist network is operating globally 
with help from radical governments 
The reports, which attempt to detail 
how the network is organized and 
financed, were submitted by the in­ 
telligence and security agencies of 
individual NATO governments, and 
the headquarters of the alliance pooled 
and collated them. Then they were 
summarized by one of the member 
governments and distributed to each of 
the other 14 NATO members. 
A copy of the summary shown 
confidentially to The Associated Press 
claims the terrorist network counts on 
support from Iraq, Syria, lib ya, South 
Yemen and Cuba, and has access to 
arms from Eastern Europe 
Other sources, including cabinet 
ministers, ambassadors and police 
from 12 countries, agree there is 
evidence of significant links between 
terrorist groups in Europe, the Middle 
East, Asia and I^atin America. 
They are among the officials now 
studying the secret NATO reports 
which make these points about the 
terrorist network: 
—The network has 
no globally 
agreed name. In the Middle East it is 
known as the “ Arm of the Arab 
Revolution,” the group which claimed 
responsibility for the kidnaping of the 
oil ministers in Vienna, Austria, last 


December, The leader of that raid, 
Carlos Martinez, bom tlich Ramirez 
Sanchez in Venezuela 26 years ago, is a 
key operative in the terrorist in­ 
ternational. 


—A major force in the network is the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine (P F L P ) headed by George 
Habash. The Mideast link in the chain 
has supplied funds, arms, training and 
escape routes. 
—Other activist members of the 
network include the West German 
group led by the jailed Andreas 
Baader and Ulrike Meinhof, the 
Japanese 
Red Army and South 
American extremists with Cubans 
among them 
-The European base for the net­ 
work is Paris. Special missions from 
the terrorist international have met 
there with representatives of the Irish 
Republican 
Army 
(IR A ), Turkish 
terror squads and far-left and Maoist 
groups from Scandinavia to Spain.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P ) - Slower 
but still steady industrial growth for 
northern Ohio has been forecast by an 
international consulting firm hired to 
determine the area's power needs. 
Arthur D. Little Inc., in a power 
demand forecast prepared for the Ohio 
Power Siting Commission, said the 
stable nature of northern Ohio’s in­ 
dustry will preclude rapid growth and 
expansion. 
But, the firm said, that same stable 
nature should provide for a slow, 
steady increase through the 1980s. 
The study was done on the area of 
Ohio served by the Central Area Power 
Coordination 
Group 
(CAPCO), 
an 
interlocking grid comprising the To­ 
ledo Edison Co., Cleveland Electric 
Illuminating Co., Duquesne light Co., 
Ohio Edison Co. and Pennsylvania 
Power Co. 
CAPCO provides electrical power 
for the northern tier of Ohio counties, 
part of northwest and western Ohio 
and extreme western Pennsylvania. 
The demand forecast is used by the 
commission to determine whether it 
should allow the construction of new 
generating 
plants or 
transmission 
lines. 
In its forecast, the little firm 
predicted slow growth for most in­ 
dustry within the CAPCO area, but a 
slower rate of growth than that of the 
nation as a whole. 
“ The establishment of industries in 
northern Ohio during the past decades 
has resulted in an industrial com­ 
position which is not likely to yield 
rapid growth,” Little said. 
“ There is a high degree of ob­ 
solescence of industrial equipment. 
Manufacturers are tending to locate 
new facilities closer to growing 
markets and in areas where labor 
unions are weaker.” 
The Little firm predicted that 
manufacturing industries would ex­ 
pand about 2.2 per cent annually 
through 1980, then at 2.4 per cent 
through 1988.

Governm ents Aiding Terrorists 


IX)NDON (AP) — Secret reports to 
members of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization say an 
international 
terrorist network is operating globally 
with help from radical governments. 
The reports, which attempt to detail 
how the network is organized and 
financed, were submitted by the in­ 
telligence and security agencies of 
individual NATO governments, and 
the headquarters of the alliance pooled 
and collated them. Then they were 
summarized by one of the member 
governments and distributed to each of 
the other 14 NATO members. 
A copy of the summary shown 
confidentially to The Associated Press 
claims the terrorist network counts on 
support from Iraq, Syria, libya, South 
Yemen and Cuba, and has access to 
arms from Eastern Europe, 
Other sources, including cabinet 
ministers, ambassadors and police 
from 12 countries, agree there is 
evidence of significant links between 
terrorist groups in Europe, the Middle 
East, Asia and I .atm America. 
They are among the officials now 
studying the secret NATO reports 
which make these points about the 
terrorist network: 
- The network has no globally 
agreed name. In the Middle East it is 
known as the “Arm of the Arab 
Revolution,” the group which claimed 
responsibility for the kidnaping of the 
oil ministers in Vienna. Austria, last

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Slower 
but .still steady industrial growth for 
northern Ohio has been forecast by an 
international consulting firm hired to 
determine the area's power needs. 
Arthur D. little Inc., in a power 
demand forecast prepared for the Ohio 
Power Siting Commission, said the 
stable nature of northern Ohio's in­ 
dustry will preclude rapid growth and 
expansion. 
But, the firm said, that same stable 
nature should provide for a slow, 
steady increase through the 1980s, 
The study was done on the area of 
Ohio served by the Central Area Power 
Coordination Group (CAPCO), an 
interlocking grid comprising the To­ 
ledo F.dison Co., Cleveland Electric 
Illuminating CX).. Duquesne light Co., 
Ohio Edison Co. and Pennsylvania 
Power Co. 
CAPCO provides electrical power 
for the northern tier of Ohio counties, 
part of northwest and western Ohio 
and extreme western Pennsylvania. 
The demand forecast is used by the 
commission to determine whether it 
should allow the construction of new 
generating plants or transmission 
lines. 
In its forecast, the little firm 
predicted slow growth for most in­ 
dustry within the CAPCX) area, hut a 
slower rate of growth than that of the 
nation as a whole. 
"The establishment of industries in 
northern Ohio dunng the past decades 
has resulted rn an industrial com­ 
position which is not likely to yield 
rapid growth,'' little said. 
"There is a high degree of ob­ 
solescence of industrial equipment 
Manufacturers are tending to locate 
new facilities closer to growing 
markets and in areas where labor 
unions are weaker.” 
The Little firm predicted that 
manufacturing industries would ex­ 
pand about 2.2 per cent annually 
through 1980, then at 2.4 per cent 
through 1988 Expansion was at 2.4 per 
cent from 1964 to 1974, the firm said 
Little said the 
relative decline 
through 1980 would occur during a 
transitional period, during which in­ 
dustry would invest in new facilities 
and reorient itself toward faster

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - In an 
obvious attempt to badger Gov. James 
A. R hodes, a House subcommittee has 
approved a bill that would establish a 
ballot procedure for removal erf the 
governor. 
The legislation, quietly voted out of 
committee Thursday, marks the latest 
in a series of heated clashes between 
majority Democrats and the R epubli­ 
can R hodes administration. 
“ He seeks like Cromwell to oust a 
legislature that he cannot control," 
said R ep. Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 
Toledo, chairman of the House 
Economic 
Affairs 
and 
Federal 
R elations Committee. 
Wilkowski’s reference was to 
R hodes’ announcement earlier this 
week of his intention to take legal 
action to remap legislative district 
lines which he claims were drawn 
illegally by Democrats in 1971. 
Wilkowski and R ep. Edward J. 
Orlett, D-34 Dayton, took a bill that 
would have provided the legal 
machinery for the “ recall of any state 
or local elected official" and stripped 
it of every office but the governor. 
The outspoken Toledo attorney said 
the amended bill would be heard in his 
full committee next Wednesday, but he 
conceded final legislative passage was 
unlikely. Even in that event, he agreed 
that a R hodes veto would be almost 
certain. 
“ There is a provision for im­ 
peachment 
which 
is 
somewhat 
vague," Wilkowski said of the purpose 
of the bill 


But he readily admitted that 
Democrats were angered by R hodes’ 
move on district reapportionment and 
his decision to take action on property 
taxes, independent of the legislature. 
“ This has got to stop somewhere,” 
Wilkowski said, 
When told of the bill, Thomas J. 
R oyer, the governor’s executive 
assistant, said, “ We don’t have any 
comment on it.” 
R hodes has been quoted in recent 
weeks, accusing Democrats of being 
“ openly hostile" to him and of at­ 
tempting to wage a “ 365-day war.” 
Senate Majority Leader Oliver 
Ocasek, D-27 Akron, who was not in­ 
volved in the House recall bill, said 
Wednesday night he didn’t “ ap­ 
preciate all of the potshots ..." 
“ If the governor’s going to declare 
war," he added, “ I ’m ready to wage 
it." 
The Wilkowski-Orlctt creation, 
would authorize a special election for 
the recall of the governor if signatures 
were collected from at least five per 
cent of the number of total votes in the 
preceding gubernatorial election. 
Based on the 1974 vote, that would 
require about 150,000 names of 
qualified electors on recall petitions.

WASHINGTON (A P ) - About 
647,000 checks for veterans and 
dependents were delayed this month 
by processing problems caused by an 
outmoded and overworked computer, 
the Veterans Administration says. 
But William R . Martin, the VA’s 
chief data management director, said 
the rest of the seven million checks due 
to arrive Feb. 1 were sent out on time. 
In answer to inquiries, Martin said 
Thursday that there was a delay of two 
or three days in the mailing of the 647,- 
000 checks but all should have been 
received by now. 
He said most 
probably were delivered early this 
week. 
Most of the checks involved in the 
delay were pension checks for non­ 
service-connected disability, which 
range from about $5 to about $195 and 
for low-income survivors which range 
from about $235 to about $592, Martin 
said. Some of the checks, he said, 
involved compensation for service- 
connected disability, but there was no 
special problem with checks for those 
going to school under the GI bill. 
Three factors complicated the check 
processing, Martin said: 
—The processing workload at the V A 
Data Processing Center in Hines, 111., 
has more than doubled in the last three 
years. However, the VA is awaiting 
approval of proposals to install new 
high-speed computer equipment and 
expects that to be in use by April or 
May. 
—The checks reflected annual ad­ 
justments based on questionnaires 
answered by the 1.2 million pen­ 
sioners. The questionnaires dealt with 
the beneficiaries’ income, which 
determines the amount of the checks. 
—Pension payments were further 
complicated last month by the need to 
take into account a new law providing 
an 8 per cent increase in pension pay­ 
ments and $300 increase in income that 
recipients are allowed to earn from 
other sources. The law went into effect 
Jan. 1.

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Rhodes-Assembly 
Conflicts Heats Up 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — In an 
obvious attempt to badger Gov. James 
A. Rhodes, a House subcommittee has 
approved a bill that would establish a 
ballot procedure for removal of the 
governor. 
The legislation, quietly voted out of 
committee Thursday, marks the latest 
in a series of heated clashes between 
majority Democrats and the Republi­ 
can Rhodes administration. 
“He seeks like Cromwell to oust a 
legislature that he cannot control,” 
said Rep. Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 
Toledo, chairm an of the House 
Economic 
Affairs 
and 
Federal 
Relations Committee. 
Wilkowski’s reference was to 
Rhodes’ announcement earlier this 
week of his intention to take legal 
action to remap legislative district 
lines which he claims were drawn 
illegally by Democrats in 1971. 
Wilkowski and Rep. Edward J. 
Orlett, D-34 Dayton, took a bill that 
would have provided the legal 
machinery for the “recall of any state 
or local elected official” and stripped 
it of every office but the governor. 
The outspoken Toledo attorney said 
the amended bill would be heard in his 
full committee next Wednesday, but he 
conceded final legislative passage was 
unlikely, Even in that event, he agreed 
that a Rhodes veto would be almost 
certain 
“There is a provision for im­ 
peachment 
which 
is 
somewhat 
vague,” Wilkowski said of the purpose 
of the bill 


But he readily admitted that 
Democrats were angered by Rhodes’ 
move on district reapportionment and 
his decision to take action on property 
taxes, independent of the legislature. 
“This has got to stop somewhere,” 
Wilkowski said. 
When told of the bill, Thomas J. 
Royer, the governor’s executive 
assistant, said, “We don’t have any 
comment on it.” 
Rhodes has been quoted in recent 
weeks, accusing Democrats of being 
“openly hostile” to him and of at­ 
tempting to wage a “385-day war.” 
Senate M ajority Leader Oliver 
Ocasek, D-27 Akron, who was not in­ 
volved in the House recall bill, said 
Wednesday night he didn’t “ ap­ 
preciate all of the potshots ...” 
"If the governor’s going to declare 
war,” he added, “I’m ready to wage 
it.” 
The Wilkowski-Orlctt creation, 
would authorize a special election for 
the recall of the governor if signatures 
were collected from at least five per 
cent of the number of total votes in the 
preceding gubernatorial election. 
Based on the 1974 vote, that would 
require about 150,000 names of 
qualified electors on recall petitions. 
Rep. James L. 
Baumann, D-32 
Columbus, original sponsor of the bill, 
did not participate in its redrafting. 
Neither did Rep. James E. Betts, R-3 
Rocky River, the third member of the 
subcommittee, who was absent from

Vigorous action by the National

Computer 
Slows Checks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - About 
647,000 checks for veterans and 
dependents were delayed this month 
by processing problems caused by an 
outmoded and overworked computer, 
the Veterans Administration says. 
But William R. Martin, the VA’s 
chief data management director, said 
the rest of the seven million checks due 
to arrive Feb. I were sent out on time. 
In answer to inquiries, Martin said 
Thursday that there was a delay of two 
or three days in the mailing of the 647,- 
000 checks but all should have been 
received by now. 
He said most 
probably were delivered early this 
week 
Most of the checks involved in the 
delay were pension checks for non­ 
service-connected disability, which 
range from about )5 to about $195 and 
for low-income survivors which range 
from about $235 to about $592, Martin 
said. Some of the checks, he said, 
involved compensation for service- 
connected disability, but there was no 
special problem with checks for those 
going to school under the GI bill. 
Three factors complicated the check 
processing. Martin said. 
- The processing workload at the VA 
Data Processing Center in Hines, IU., 
has more than doubled in the last three 
years. However, the VA is awaiting 
approval of proposals to install new 
high-speed computer equipment and 
expects that to be in use by April or 
May. 
—The checks reflected annual ad­ 
justments based on questionnaires 
answered by the 1.2 million pen­ 
sioners. The questionnaires dealt with 
the beneficiaries’ income, which 
determines the amount of the checks. 
—Pension payments were further 
c omplicated last month by the need to 
take uito account a new law providing 
an 8 per cent increase in pension pay­ 
ments and $300 increase in income that 
recipients are allowed to earn from 
other sources. The law went into effect 
Jan. I.

G M To Slash 
Weight Of Cars 


(’Ii-'VEI AND (AP) —In response to 
the economy-minded car m arket, 
General Motors by 1980 plans to make 
70 per cent of all its cars with a weight 
(rf 3,500 pounds or less, the company's 
chief economist said here Thursday. 
Henry L. Duncombe Jr, a GM vice 
president, said that 20 per cent of the 
firm's cars currently are that size. 
In a speech to busmess leaders here, 
Duncombe said the shift to compact 
and small cars was caused by a 
combination of inflation, the recession 
and uncertainty about energy.

Rector Faces 
Removal Bid 


OBERLIN, Ohio (AP) - The ruling 
vestry of Christ Episcopal Church here 
took the first step Thursday in the 
possible removal of its rector, the Rev. 
L Peter Beebe. 
The reconstituted vestry voted to ask 
Bishop John Burt to “desolve the 
pastoral relationship” between the 
church and the Rev. Mr. Beebe. 
I .ast week a majority of the vestry 
resigned to form a “church in exile” in 
.support of the Rev. Mr Beebe's stand 
on the priesthood for women. 
A member of the new vestry, Eric 
Nord, said that details of the vestry’s 
petition calling on the bishop to con­ 
sider removing the priest are not being 
made public 
Although the new vestry members 
are in philosophic agreement with the 
priest, they have said they oppose his 
tactics of direct confrontation and 
disobedience of church authority. 
The Rev. Mr. Beebe has said he will 
not resign unless he Is ordered to do so 
by the bishop.
